DETAILED ACTION 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The present invention 
is directed to a hearing aid with automatic excessive ou^ut sound control. Independent claims 1 
and 5 identify the uniquely distinct feature of attenuation circuit that draws the input of the signal 
amplifier when the DC voltage smoothed by the smoothing capacitor exceeds a fixed level in 
combination with all the limitations of claims 1 and 5. The closest prior art, Shenier (US 
4181818) discloses an amplifier and rectifier for smoothing input signal but fails to teach an 
attenuation circuit to limit the output to a fixed level and a charging circuit for charging the 
smoothing capacitor when the power turns on; Rhines (US 4479239) discloses a sound detection 
circuit with an attenuation circuit to shunt the amplifier output to ground when the amplifier 
output exceeds a certain level but fails to teach an attenuation circuit comprising a first transistor 
that turns on and draws the input of the amphfier when the smoothed DC voltage reaches a 
certain level (See applicant's argument page 9, paragraphs 3 and 4) and a charging circuit for 
charging the smoothing capacitor when the power turns on. The prior art fails to anticipate or 
render the independent claims obvious.
